DATA AGAIN THE VICTOR 


Rebels Defeated with a Loss of 
Fifty-Seven Men. 


Minister Bowen Reports that the Presi- 
dent Is Sorely Beset—Gen. 
Maios Soon to Take 
the Field. 


CARACAS, Jan. 5.—Fourteen hundred 
revolutionists under Gens. Ramos and 
Penalosa attacked 800 Government troops 
under the command of Gen. Acosta Sunday 
morning at a point near Guatire. 

After four hours’ fighting the revolu- 
tionists abandoned the field and the town 
of Guatire. They had 57 men killed and 
many wounded. One of their guns was 
captured. 

A prisoner captured by the Government 
forces is authority for the statement that 
the revolutionists still lack ammunition. 

About 1,500 rebels are reported to be 
merching on Caracas. 

The actiyity and energy displayed 
President le continue to surprise 
foreign residents of this city. ‘It is 
ported here that the leaders of the Matos 
movement are treating with the Govern- 
ment.

BRITISH ADMIRAL EXPLAINS. 


Broke Blockade Because the Bolivar 
Helped One of His Ships. 


PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad, Jan. 5.—The 
special permit granted by Admiral Douglas, 
R. N., to the steamer Bolfvar of the Ori- 
noco Steamship Company, to pass the 
blockade and proceed to Ciudad Bolivar, 
has caused much adverse criticism here. 

Admiral Douglas maintains that he grant- 
ed his permission to the owners of the

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—Minister Bow- 
en's advices from Caracas show that con- 
ditions there are very much disturbed; that 
internal revolutionary troubles have in- 
tensified, and that President Castro is sore- 
ly beset. 

The blockade of Venezuelan ports is un- 
derstood to be working injury to American 
interests. Therefore the desire is strong 
to see the protocol, which will include a 
provisior for the termination of the block- 
ade, speedily agreed upon. 

The responses of the allied powers to 
President Castro’s last proposition to sub- 
mit Venezuela's case to the arbitration of 
The Hague tribunal have not yet been re- 
ceived, but it is believed that the answers 
will not be much longer delayed, as a con- 
tiruence of the present state of affairs on 
the Venezuelan coast is not viewed with 
Satisfaction here. 


Ramon Bolet. edilor of El Exporta- 
dor Americano and a nephew of Bolet 
Peraza, formerly Minister from Venezuela 
in Washington, announced yesterday that 
he had received a letter from Gen. Ma- 
tos of the revolutionary forces in that 
@ountry which was full of hope for their 
cause. The revolutionists, the General said, 
were well equipped with money, arms, and 
Srumunition, and were sure to win. The 
letter was dated Dec. 18, and sent from 
Curagac. The revolution, said the letter, 
was more powerful at that time than ever. 

Gen. Rolando, with 6,000 men, was said 
to be marching on Caracas. It was Gen. 


Rolando’s intention to effect a union of 
forces with those operating in the State of 
Carabobo, and that the final engagement 
Wiis soon to take place. 

The revolution, Gen. Matos said, had 
the support of the best element in the re- 
public. He further said that Gen. Pefia- 
losa was at the time of writing with a 
strong force in El Tuy, about eight miles 
from Caracas. He declared that Gen. 
Castro only held the City of Caracas and 
the vicinity. Gen. Matos expected to 
land soon in Venezucla and personally 
take charge of the revolutionary move- 
ment. 

As to the present difficulty with Great 
Britain and Germany, Mr. Bolet thought 
that it would be settled immediately after 
the revolutionists gained the power they 
are seeking. The Monroe Doctrine, he 
thought, did not enter into the matter, and 
the people of the United States did not 
exact!y understand the true situation. 


GERMANS WANT STERN ACTION. 


Seizure of Vessels at Puerto Cabello 
Officially Approved, and Other 
War Measures Urged. 


BERLIN, Jan. 5.—Great Britain and Ger- 
many came to an understanding four days 
ago to enforce the blockade of the Vene- 
zuclan coast precisely as though the nego- 
tiations for arb‘tration were not going on. 
It Was doubtless in of this 
understanding that the Puerto 
Cabello were taken 

Commodore Scheder cables that the Ger- 
mans on Saturday seized . fifteen large 
Venezuelan sailing vessels at Puerto Ca- 
bello. The prizes were towed by the war- 
ships Stosch and Restaurador to Los 
Roques, where they remain under guard. 


Otherwise there have been no developments 
at that port. Commodore Scheder made no 
mention of the seizure of the Custom 
House. 

The official view here is that the block- 
ading commanders acted quite in accord- 
ance with their instructions. The allied 
Governments’ determination appears to be 
that, pending the signature of the arbitra- 
tion protocol, the blockade within the limits 
agreed upon shall be sharply applied. 
Hence, unless the preliminaries for arbitra- 
tion are arranged immediately, action sim- 
ilar to that adopted at Puerto Cabello will 
naturally be taken at other ports. By 
muking the blockade felt, it is said, Presi- 
dent Castro’s decision will probably be 
hastened. E 

There is also an impression that Presi- 
dent Castro ought to have a taste of the 
allies* —— while making up his mind, as 
a completely eventless blockade would make 
the allies rather ridiculous in the eyes of 
the Venezuelan people, and of the rest of 
the world. It is pointed out by naval offi- 
cers that a state of war existed, and that, 
therefore, acts of war ought to follow as 
rapidly as the circumstances warrant until 
the peace preliminaries are signed. 

The captured vessels being private prop- 
erty, the Vossische Zeitung condemns the 
action of the Commodore as barbarous, 
*“‘although legal under international mari- 
time ¢tice,’’ says it supposes the Ger- 
man vernment disapproves of the seiz- 
ures, and quotes Chancellor von Biilow’'s 
statements made in his speech in the 
Reichstag Jan. 19, 1900, when he said: 
“The German Empire would not refuse 
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for the time lost while rendering aid to the 
British cruiser Fantome when the latter 
was aground in the Orinoco River. He de- 
clares that the Bolivar could have made 
two trips to Ciudad Bolivar during the time 
she was engaged in helping the Fantome. 
The Orinoco Steamship Company is an 
American concern. 

Admiral Douglas will sail from here Jan. 
7 on the British cruiser Ariadne to cruise 
along the Venezuelan coast, returning to 
this port about Jan. 14. , 

A prize court has been formed to consider 
the validity of the seizures of Venezuelan 
craft and to fix the value of the prizes. 
This step is being taken irrespective of 
future developments as to the possible 
return of these vessels in the event of 
arbitration. 


CARACAS BACK FROM BLOCKADE 


Ligeron, the Naturalist, Here After a 
Year’s Effort to Get Out 
of Venezuela. 


The steamship Caracas of the Red D Line, 
which was one of the first vessels to feel 
the inconvenience of the blockade of Vene- 
zuelan ports by the German, British, and 
Italian warships, arrived here yesterday. 
The Caracas arrived in La Guayra early 
on the morning of Dec. 23, and was given 
until 6 o’clock in the evening to discharge 
her cargo and mails. 

Capt. Woolrich immediately steamed up 
to the dock and bent all his energies to the 
getting out of his cargo. His passengers 
were landed first, and then the mails were 
put ashore, and then all hands and the 
cook turned to at the winches unloading 
cargo. The Captain knew it was useless to 
expect to get all- of his cargo out within 
the specified time, so he got after the most 
perishable goods first. 

He had got out only a part of the cargo 
when a boat from the British warship 
Tribune came alongside and the officer said 
that the hour of 6 o’clock had arrived, and 
the vessel must get out of the harbor. 

Mr. Bliss of the firm of Boulton, Bliss & 
Dallet, the owners of the steamship, said 
yesterday afternoon that the Caracas’s Cap- 
tain was obliged to take the remainder of 


the goods consigned to La Guayra and all 
the consignment for Porto Cabello to ‘the 
company’s warehouses in Curacoa, where 
subsequer.tly the Porto Cabello consign- 
re we transferred in a small steamer. 

‘We have already made a report and a 

rotest to the State Department concern- 
ng the case of the Caracas;” said Mr. 
Bliss, “‘ and feel sure that we will zet jus- 
tice done us. Our claim is that the block- 
ade ought simply to have included the al 
lowing of a vessel to discharge her cargo 
and then get out. Evidently the powers 
think otherwise. We will await the result 
with a knowledge that we have a President 
and a Secretary of State who will see that 
our rights are protected.”’ 

Thete was considerable curiosity among 
shipping men to get details of the blockade 
from the officers of the Caracas, but these 
were unable or unwilling to tell much that 
has not already been cabled. A good many 
naval officers were on board the Caracas, 
but they boarded the steamer at San Juan, 
Porto Rico, and could tell little new about 
Venezuelan affairs. 

The only passenger from Venezuela was 
Rene Ligeron, a French naturalist from 
aris. He is longing with his whole soul 
to get back once more upon the boulevards 
of his native city. He has spent a year 
and two months in Venezuela, two months 
of which were devoted to the assiduous 
chasing of rare butterflies and one year to 
trying to get out of the country again. He 
left Paris to join his confrére, Grisol, the 
naturalist, on a trip up the Orinoco on a 
hunt for rare insects, preferably butterflies. 
They had a toilsome trip to Ciudad Bolivar, 
where M. Ligeron was stricken with fever. 
After they had lain there for some weeks, 
the sick man, who was due to return ‘to 
Paris, left M. Grisol to pursue his search 
alone. 

M. Ligeron made his way down the river 
alon in his canoe, meeting with many 
sorts of dangers, and finally reached the 
town of San Fernando de Apure. He found 
the town possessed by the revolutionists 
and being besieged by the Government 
troops. There he staid for many weeks, 
making one attempt after another to reach 
the coast, but always without success. 

Finding that further attempts to descend 
the river were likely to prove futile, he 
bought a mule and started on the long trip 
over the mountains to Caracas. It took 
him forty days to make the journey, and 
he arrived in the capital footsore, scarred, 
and weary only to find that the powers 
had blockaded all the ports and that he 
was likely to remain much longer in the 
country. Through the influence of a corre- 
spondent he got out of the port of La 
Guayra on the Caracas, and after all sorts 
of trouble with the health authorities 
finally got clear of Venezuela. He says he 
will not return there. 


TELLER MAY BE DEFEATED. 


Colorado Democratic Senators Refuse 
to Aid in Unseating Republicans.

DENVER, Col., Jan. 5.—Never in the his- 
tory of Colorado has so much interest cen- 
tred in a political contest as attaches to 
the Senatorial fight which begins to-mor- 
row night in earnest, when the Republican 
House ceucus is called. To-night The Post, 
which has been foremost in espousing the 
candidacy of Senator Teller, says that the 
adroit move of Mr. Wolcott in forming a 
coalition with Judge N. Walter Dixon in the 
selection of a caucus candidate for Speaker 


of the House leaves Senator Teller at a de- 
cided disadvantage. It practically concedes 
Mr. Teller’s defeat. 

Seven Democratic Senators have declared 
that they will not join in the plan decided 
upon by their State Central Committee and 
hold _a Senate caucus to unseat arbitrarily 
the Republican members of the Senate in 
order to maintain the Democratic majority 
in joint session. This campaign had been 
agreed upon tentatively among the Demo- 
crats in retaliation for the proposed unseat- 
ing of the Democratic delegation: from 
Denver, upon ground of fraud, by the Re- 
nublican House. The refusal of seven 
Xemocratic Senators, if they stand by their 
determination and _ the epublicans by 
theirs, seems to assure the election of a Re- 
publican Senator. 

Mr. Wolcott to-day denied charges that 
he had dragged the name of President 
Roosevelt into the fight by claiming that 
the Executive had expressed his prefer- 
ence for his (Wolcott's) candidacy.

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| DEVERY ENJOINS TAMMANY 


Order of Justice Gaynor Stays the 
Executive Committee. 


‘THE EX-CHIEF IS JUBILANT 


Trouble at the Meeting Had Been 
Feared, and a Hundred Police Were 
on Hand to Preserve Order. 


William S. Devery scored a point last 
night in his fight to compel the Tammany 
Executive Committee to recognize him as 
the executive member from the Ninth Dis- 
trict. Through an injunction which his 
lawyer obtained yesterday from Supreme 
Court Justice Gaynor of Brooklyn, he not 
only prevented the Executive Committee 
from meeting, but has estopped it from 
} taking any further action until the court 
has passed upon the validity of his claim 
to a seat in the committee. 

The meeting of the Executive Committee 
had been called for 7 o’clock. Devery had 
threatened to be on hand with his fol- 
lowers and to put up a fight for his rights. 
Trouble was anticipated, and preparations 
were made to meet it. A full hour before 
the time set for the meeting a company 
of police, one hundred strong, marched 
through Fourteenth Street to the Wig- 
wam, They were under the direct com- 
mand of Sergeant Fagan, but Capt. Fitz- 
patrick of the -Eighteenth Precinct was 
also on hand, attired in citizens’ clothes, to 
see that all went well. 

When the company of bluecoats reached 
the hall, about two-thirds of them were 


sent into the basement to remain under 
cover until their services were called for. 
The remaining twenty-five were kept on 
the outside, Sergt. Fagan disposing them 
along the sidewalk and at the doors. 

The Tammany men all deniea that the 

organization had made any request for 
| the large police detail. They said that 
; the bluecoats had been sent by Inspector 
Coitright upon his own responsibility. 
They explained the fact that quarters were 
furnished in the basement for the larger 
part of the detail by stating that Tam- 
many Hall was always hospitable. 

Nearly all of the members of the Execu- 
tive Cemmittee, including Leader Murphy, 
were on hand at the hour appointed for the 
meeting. When a quarter of an hour had 
passed and no attempt was made to call 
the meeting to order, general suspicion 
that something was wrong was aroused, 
and inquiries were begun as to the cause of 
the delay. It was then that some of the 
members learned for the first time of the 
order which had been granted by Justice 
Gaynor in the afternoon,: upon an applica- 
tion of William J. Stewart, a member of 
Devery'’s General Committee. 

Leader Murphy was evidently out of 
humor and gave short replies, especially to 
the newspaper men. But full information 
as to the legal proceedings had in the aft- 
ernoon, before Justice Gaynor was given to 
the crowd by Edward Schneider, Dr. Stew- 
art, and George W. Gibbons, Devery’s lieu- 
tenants, who were on hand to see the fun 
and to post the ex-Chief, who was in a 
resort not far away. 


THE GAYNOR INJUNCTION. 

The order from Justice Gaynor was ob- 
tained by Abraham I. Elkus, attorney for 
Devery, who went over to Brooklyn, yes- 
terday afternoon and presented a petition 
similar in character to that which was pre- 
sented to Justice Scott last week on behalf 


of Peter J. Garvey «:d other members of 
the general committtee of the Ninth Dis- 
trict, setting forth their right to recogni- 
tion as members of the General Committee 
of Tammany Hall. 

Justice Scott issued an order for the Tam- 
many General Committee to show cause 
before him to-morrow why Garvey and his 
fellow-petitioners should not receive the 
recognition to which they claimed they 
were entitled, but Justice Gaynor not only 
cited the Executive Committee to show 
cause on Jan. 8, but restrained them from 
taking any action until the application be- 
fore him had been passed uvon., 

Edward Schneider, Devery’s 
was chosen by the court to get service 
upon J, Sergeant Cram, the Chairman of 
the General Committee, and John T. Oak- 
ley, who was the temporary Chairman of 
the meeting at which action refusing recog- 
nition te the members of the committee 
from the Ninth District had been taken. 
In relating his experience in getting ser- 
vice on these two Tammany leaders Mr. 
Schneider said that he had no difficulty in 
securing service on Mr. Oakley, but that 
he had rather an interesting time with Mr. 
Cram. 

‘I found Mr. Oakley at his house," said 
Mr. Schneider. ‘‘ He received me and ac- 
knowledged service. When I went to Mr. 
Cram’s residence, at 17 East Forty-fifth 
Street, I was informed that he was not in. 
But 1 concluded to remain around for 
awhile, and I took up a position nearby, 
where I could see any one coming out of 
the house and at the same time was like- 
ly to escape observation myself. I had not 
waited long when Mr. Cram came out of 
the basement and started down the street 
at a brisk gait. I posted after him, over- 
took him, and followed along with him un- 
til 1 had read him the paper.”’ 

That the members of the Executive Com- 
mittee were surprised by the action of 
Devery was pictured in their faces. They 
had not anticipated any such flank move- 
ment on the ex-Chief's part, and they were 
seemingly at a loss what to do. Senator 
Plunkitt and Leader Murphy held whis- 
pered conferences with Attorney Charles 
Cc, F. Wahle, who is to represent Tammany 
in the actions instigated by Devery, as to 
what was to be done. When they had been 
fully advised, Leader Murphy gave the 
word for the assembling of the committee, 
and the leaders, who had been standing 
around smoking and discussing Devery’s 
latest move, filed into the meeting room. 

Senator Plunkitt called the meeting to 
order. In doing so he said: ‘I call the 
meeting to order, and I nominate Judge 
Daniel F. McMahon for Chairman and 
George Scannell for Secretary.” 

Judge McMahon took the chair, and in 
doing so said: ‘‘ There being no business 
before the meeting a motion to adjourn is 
in order.”’ 

The motion 
Mahon declared 
The whole 
minute. 

The order of Justic Gaynor prevents the 
Committee on Credentials appointed by the 
General Committee from passing upon the 
credentials of Devery as leader of the 
Ninth District. This committee consists of 
Senator Frawley, Chairman; Thomas Mur- 
phy, Florence J. Sullivan, George E. Best, 
and Thomas Campbell. Senator Frawley 
said last night that the committee expected 
to take up Devery’s case in two weeks. 

** Devery will have a chance to appear be- 
fore the committee,’’ he said, ‘‘ and he will 
have an absolutely fair show from me. He 
will be given an opportunfty to state his 
case fully. When all the evidence has been 
taken I expect to submit a report to the 
Executive Committee that I can stand by.” 


LEADER MURPHY SILENT. 


Neither Leader Murphy nor Senator Plun- 
kitt would express any opinion about the 
injunction. Whatever the organization had 
to say, they said, would be set forth before 


Justice Gaynor at the time which he had 
set for the hearing. ‘ 

At the meeting last night it was the 
intention to fix a day for the primaries in 
the Sixteenth Senatorial District to choose 
a Democratic candidate for the place made 
vacant by the death of Senator Trainor. 
But as the injunction forbade the commft- 
tee taking any action, the call had to be 
deferred. The special election called by 
Gov. Odell for the filling of the vacancy 
is to be held Jan. 27. 

When Devery learned from his lieuten- 
ants of the complete success of his latest 
move, he was jubilant, and expressed his 


delight.

LONDON, Jan. 6.—It is apparent that 
a series of lawless outrages have oc- 
curred in the Caucasus, says the St. Pe- 
tersburg correspondent of The Times.

Electrician at Power House Was Envel- 
oped in Flames. 


With a report that could be heard for a 
block or more and a blinding flash of light 


| One of the fuses in the main generator in 
| the power house 


of the United Electric 
Light and Power Company, at 418 East 
Twenty-ninth Street, blew out last night 


and darkened many hotels, theatres, stores, | 


anda private houses. 
old, an electrician, of 504 East Eighty- 
fourth Street, was enveloped for a moment 
from head to foot in the flash of flame. 
He dropped to the floor, where he had 
stood, unable to drag himself away from 
the machinery. Several of his fellow-work- 
men tried to carry him away, but as soon 
they would touch him would receive 
electric shocks of sufficient voltage to 
cause them to let go. 

Finally, one more brave than the others 
succeeded in dragging Smith away from 
the place and to one side of the room, 
where he tore his clothing from him. A 
hurry call was sent to Bellevue Hospital, 
an.l Dr. McDonald, who responded, said 
the man was burned badly all over the 
body. He was taken to the hospital, where 
it was said his condition is serious. 

The fuse blew out with a terrific report. 
A sheet of flame leaped out from the gen- 
erator, burning off some of the insulation 
on the ether wires, and caused another 
fuse to burn out. This cut off a large por- 
tion of the electric current, and the apart- 
ment houses, business houses, and institu- 


tions in the section bounded by Four- 
teenth Street and Forty-second Street on 
the north and south and Third Avenue on 
the west, and Broadway, between Twenty- 
third and Forty-seventn Streets, and part 
ot Fitth Avenue, were without elec- 
tricity 

Lights were out in theatres, big hotels, 
and clubs, and in private houses, stores, and 
in advertising signs. There was less than 
half the usual light left on Broadway be- 
tween these streets. ‘ 
The lights went oul at exactly 8:50 o'clock, 
and it was total darkness for some minutes 
in Daly's, Wallack's, the New York, the 
Criterion, the Savoy, the Casino, the Bijou, 
and the Garrick. All the other theatres in 
that district are suppiied by the Edison 
Company. Laight is supplied by a private 
plant in the Imperial and Waldorf-Astoria, 
but in the Holland House, the Hoffman 
House, the Fifth Avenue Hotel, and the 
Gilsey House gas had to be immediately 
brought into service. The Calumet Club, 
on Fifth Avenue at “‘‘wenty-ninth Street, 
was also darkened, 

The darkness happened to come at a time 
when the first act is about over in most 
theatres, and the inconvenience was not as 
bad as it might have been, and the few 
moments of darkness only caused mervi- 
ment usually. On the stage the incon- 
venience was much greater, and 
efforts had to be made to get gas jete and 
burners into position to get anything like 
the usyal effects for stage illusions, es- 
pecially for plays in which lighting plays a 
great part. 

Bellevue Hospital had its electric light 
system cut off and save for gas in part 0 
the institution and candles used in others 
was dark for about an hour. When the 
lights went out Dr. Pyke was pertaraens 
an operation in one of the wards. He ha 
to stop work until the gas could be turned 
on and }ighted. In some of the wards and 
rooms of the noasttes there were no gas 
fixtures, and candles had to be used. 

In the district furnished with electric 
lights from this power house are many 
large flat and apartment houses. There 
are also many private residences in which 
prominent and wealthy people live. Then 
there are the Willard Parker Iospital, at 
the foot of East.Sixteenth Street; the Ly- 
ing-in Hospital, on Second Avenue, and a 
few other and smaller such institutions. 

In the hotels there was no excitement and 
the darkness caused no fright among the 
guests. Gas jets were lit as quickly as all 
the porters and others attendants, who 
were pressed into the new service, could 
get through the hotels. Nearly every other 
store on Broadway between Twenty-third 
and Forty-seventh Street was dark fer the 
hour the service was impaired. 

The damage by fire to the power house 
amounted to little and Electrician Smith 
was the only man hurt.

FORTUNE FOR THIS TEACHER.

SIX HURT IN EXPLOSION. 


There was considerable excitement among 
the residents on Division Avenue, between 
Driggs Avenue and Roebling Street, Will- 
famsburg, yesterday, cnused by several ex- 
plesions of gas ina subway. Windows were 
broken and at least a dozen persons were 
injured, but none seriously. 
were due to an accumulation of gas and a 
defect in the electric feed wires of the 
Erooklyn Rapid Transit Company. 

There is a storage battery at Driggs and 
Division Avenues and just underneath it is 
a manhole connecting with the subway. 


It was in this manhole that the first trouble 
showed itself, when smoke curled upward 
about 11 o'clock. moment later fire 
started in the battery box. Policeman 
Duffy of the Clymer Street Station. who 
was in the neighberhood, saw the flames 
and tried to remove the cover to ascertain 
the trouble’ He received an electric shock 
that stunned aim for a moment. 

In a few minutes the first explosion oc- 
curred, followed by three more in rapid 
succession, tearing up the street on either 
side of the subway. One of the manhole 
covers was shattered in many pieces. 
Domino Sarrento and Michael Casso, Ital- 
ians, who were going through the street at 
the time with a push cart, were struck by 
feces of the shattered cover and painfully 
njured. They were both cut upon the 
head. Julius Graff, a barber, and William 
McEnanery, a plumber, were hit by lumps 
of earth, while the hind wheel of a coach, 
driven by Frank Kingsland of Kent Avenue 
and North Ninth Street, was ripped off and 
the team ran away. Kingsland was thrown 
to the pavement and slightly hurt. The 
police reserves from. the Clymer Street Sta- 
tion were sent to the scene. Engine Com- 
pany 111 was called out, but the firemen 
were afraid to put a line of hose on the 
blaze for fear that an electric current 
might be formed and probably kill some of 
them.

State Would Lose $12,000,000 Now 
and $4,000,000 Annually in Future 
Revenues — Grounds of the 
Opposition of Cor- 


porations, 


ALBANY, Jan. 5.—It is. said at a late 
hour here to-night that the Third Appel- 
late Division of the Supreme Court will, 
within twenty-four hours, hand down @ 
decision declaring the Franchise Tax law 
passed by the Legislature of 1899 uncon- 
stitutional so far as it relates to the State 
Constitution. The decision is expected at 
noon to-morrow, and is one of the most 
important, both to the State and corpora- 
tions, ever given in this State. So far 
$12,000,000 in taxes is involved, the State 
by the decision practically losing that 
amount of money and the corporations 
gaining it, while at least $4,000,000 a yeah 
in future revenues also are involved. 

The constitutionality of the franchise tax 
law was attacked by the interested corpo- 
rations on two propositions, namely: 

First—That it violated the home rule pro- 
vision of the State Constitution in that it 
gave to the State Board of Tax Commis- 
sioners the power to assess real estate for 
the purposes of local taxation, a power 
which is reposed in local boards of Asses- 
sors. 

Second—That it violated the provision of 
the National Constitution which holds in- 
violate contracts made between individuals, 
corporations, or other corporate bodies. 

It also was alleged that it violated the 
National Constitution because a corpora- 
tion, when granted the privilege to use 
streets and highways for the purpose of 
their corporate existence, entered into a@ 
contract with the power vested by statute 
to grant them the franchises, which con- 
stituted a contract beyond the power of the 
Legislature or any public body to modify 
or to break. 

The litigation to test the constitutionality 
of the franchise tax law has been in prog- 
ress for the past two years. It was insti- 
tuted originally through the procurement 
by the corporations affected of a writ of 
certiorari for a review by the courts of the 
assessment placed on their special fran- 
chises by the State Board of Tax Commis- 
sioners under the special Franchise Tax 
act. 

Corporations operating forty-seven of the 
largest franchises in Greater. New York 
combined in @ test case to carry the litiga- 
tion to the Court of Appeals and higher if 
necessary. These corporations included 
the Metropolitan Street Railway Company, 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company, and 
the various electrical subway companies 
operating in the greater city. 

White of certiorari procured in the Third 
Judicial District were referred by Justice 
D. Cady Herrick to ex-Chief Judge Robert 
Earl of the Court of Appeals as referee. 
Judge Earl took testimony and heard argu- 
ments covering a period of several months. 
Last Spring he handed down a decision de- 
claring the Franchise Tax act to be Con- 
stitutional in all its features and uphold- 
ing its interpretation by the State Board 
of Tax Commissioners in all but one point. 

The board has assessed special franchises 
at their full value, whereas, according to 
his interpretation, they should have been 
assessed at the same rate as other species 
of real estate in the same tax districts. 

Justice D. Cady Herrick affirmed pro 
forma and without opinion the decision of 
Judge Earl for the purpose of permitting an 


appeal to be taken es expeditiously as pos- 
sible to the Appellate Division. This appeal 
was taken and argued at the December 
session of the Appellate Division, Third De- 
partment. 

If the adverse decision is handed down 
the State will appeal to the higher court,

Garrett & Snell put 300,000 pounds of 
fine creamery butter into the markét each 
year, and, with fifteen other creameries, 
practically contro! the Central New. York 
trade, except for sales of extra good West- 
ern butter, which commands a ready sale 
at fancy prices here. Jobbers and retailers 
are up in arms at the effort of Armour & 
Co. to break into the butter trade. They 
claim that their profits on meats have al- 
ready been cut to pieces by the exactions 
of the meat paminee, and they are deter- 
mined to resist any effort to control the.

and true one. 

“The police force is a pretty 
oné in this great city. At the same time, 
is a very hard-worked force, and I 
you will agree with me when I say that it 
is mot an overpaid one. 
is a man who has good, hard, common 
sense, is patient, and has a fair knowledge 
of criminal law. Of course, there are dif- 
ferent kinds of policemen. There is ihe 
man who is honest and cannot be corrupt- 
ed; then there is the man who is honest, 
but is influenced by his superiors, and then 
there is the other kind who dc 
on general principles.

Some persons thought, he continued, that 
the only law a policeman had to enforce 
was the excise law That is a very small 
part of the duty of a policeman, he added, 
although it was a very important one. 

“ When I took charge of the department, 
a year ago,” Col. Partridge continued, “I 
was badly handicapped in two or three 
ways, and maybe more.

REFUSE OF BUILDINGS. 


Street Cleaning Commissioner Woodbury 
in a letter to Alderman Florence, Chairman 
of the Committee on Street Cleaning, has 
described the additional equipment of his 

| department to be required for the removal 
of ashes and refuse from large office build- 


ings, stores, and places of business. The 
letter, in part, was as follows: 


I would say that it would require 500 additional 

horses, 5) carts, 600 drivers, 3 hostlers, 3 

stable foremen, 3 assistant stable foremen, 0 

stable clerks, 20 stablemen, proper stabling for 
| these horses, and space for the carts, together

» the dweller In some of the houses of this 
city upon lots 25 feet by 100 feet twenty farni- 
lies live, with an average of fifty children. In 
these districts It is unsanitary, not to say orim- 
inal, to neglect the remova! of the garbage 
which would putrefy and the ashes and rubbdish 
of those who cannot afford the private ashcart 
man, 

It is well known that the great epidemic of grip 
influenza which was brought heré from Lithu- 
ania, on the shores of the Baltic, about fifteen 
years ago found its nidus in the putrefying gar- 
bage and rubbish dumped into the melting slush 
of these streets. This is the place where the so- 
called grip bacilli finds its best nest for propa- 
ration, and in the cleaning of these densely con- 
gested districts we best serve the public health. 
Therefore they must come first. 

The Commissioner talked to the West 
End Association last evening in Clyde's 
Hotel, at Seventy-sixth Street and Broad- 
way. The members of the association are 
owners of property in the section west of 
Central Park and between Fifty-ninth and 
One Hunédred and Thirty-second Streets, 
and the section is known. in the Street 
Cleaning Department as the Holy Land, 
because the property holders objected to a 
| dump at Seventy-first Street and the North 
| River, and secured legislation to stop Col 
Waring from establishing one. It has been 
| snid that more complaints of failure to do 

its full duty have been reccived from that 
section by the Cepartment than from 
other part of the greater city. 

The Commissioner said that all 
troubles of his department could be reme- 
died if he could met more carts and horses 
to do the work. He read the letter that he

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SENOR SAGASTA IS DEAD 


Famous Leader of Spanish Lib- 
erals Suddenly Passes Away. 


Was Premier During the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War and Saved the Throne 
for the King. 


MADRID, Jan. 5.—Ex-Premier Sagasta 
died at 11 o'clock to-night. At 6:30 o'clock 
he had an attack of heart failure, and it 
Was then thought he was dead; he rallied, 
however, and lived for four hours and a 
half. His funeral will probably take place 
He was born in 1827. 

The news of Sefior Sagasta’s death cre- 
ated a painful impression throughout Ma- 
King Alfonso displayed profound re- 
Sret when he heard of the former Pre- 
mier’s death. His Majesty had desired to 
Visit Sefior Sagasta during his illness, but 
was told that to do so would be contrary to 
etiquette. 

It was announced during the day that 
Seftor Sagasta was seriously ill from bron- 
chitix, complicated by gastric complaints 
and fever. 

Th King and prominent men of all faec- 
tions showed the keenest sympathy with 
the sufferer, and made constant inquiries 
regarding his condition. 

Later reports indicated the ex-Premier’s 
evncilion to be critical, and his physicians 
he would not survive the night. A 
’ was called to Sefior Sagasta’s resi- 
cence this afternoon, and it was understood 
he administered the last sacrament. A ru- 
mor was in cireulation during the evening 
that he had already died; but it was soon 
tradicied. It was said that the family 
wus at his bedside, and the former Liberal 
meinbers of the Cabinent were near their 
old leader.

SENOR SAGASTA’S CAREER. 


Of all Spanish statesman of recent times 
Praxcles Muteo Sagasta will be 
known as the most dipolmatic and the least 
revengeful. By early training he wag an 
engineer, by profession u journalist and 
politician, and, by a strange combination of 
circumstances, a statement, in which ca- 
he led Spain through one of the most 
periods of her career. 

\s an engineer he laid out roads and con- 
structed bridges in Zamora, half a century 
aso, and, for a time was a Professor of 
the Schooi of Engineers in Madrid. As a 
Journalist he edited la Iberia, the principal 
of the old Progressist Party. 

As a politician he began his career as a 
Deputy in the Cons#ituent Cortes of 1854; he 
twice in rebell’on against the mon- 
twice a fugitive in France. His po- 
views nave five times undergone 
change. From being a leader in the Party 
ot Progress, which fought the old régime 
tooth and nail, he declared himself in favor 
of the monarchy in 1870, and as an adherent 
of the republic in 1874, and later as a 
champion of Alfonso XII., when he made an 
unsuccessful attempt to form a Liberal 
Constitutional Party in support of the Gov- 
ernment, and finally as a leader of the new 
Iuberal Purty of opposition, whose policy 
was turned over to him by the old cham- 
pion Casté*lar, 

As a statesman he was Minister of State 


under the dictator Prim; under the reign of 
King Amadeus; under the pseudo republic

and repeatedly under the present reign of 
the Queen Regent and her ttle son. Pos- 
sessing relations with the Queen mother as 
intimate yet less affected than his great 
rival Canovas maintained toward her, he 
strove to serve the interests of the present 
dynasty with a care.and labor that were lit- 
tle less than paternal. 

Unlike Canovas, he was not a grandee. 
He cared little for society. He was a mau 
of the people. But he had an affectionate 
heart, and perhaps to this fact, certainly 
not to his political convictions, was due his 
faithful allegiance to the Queen Regent and 
her little son. 

He lodged on the little Plaza Celenque. 
not far from the Puerta del Sol, where he 
occupied the first floor of a very ordinary 
apartment house. a striking contrast to his 
conservative rival, Canovas, who lived in a 
palace and had a guard of soldiers. Again 
uhlike the/Conservative leader. he always 
strove to select his Ministerial colleagues 
from among the cleyerest and most accom- 
plished men in his party. 

His imperturbability of temper was ex- 
traordinary. He preserved his equanimity 
under the most trving circumstances. He 
had none of the hot-blooded outbursts of 
passion usually characteristic of Spaniards. 

In a country where even the peasants are 
impressively eloquent, he was strangely de- 
ficient in the graces of speech. His voice 
was harsh and his articulation was halting. 
And yet, when he addressed the Cortes or a 
political meeting he carried all before him 
by the impression of absolute sincerity. by 
his logic, by his unvarnished truths, and by 
the flow of gentle sarcasm or biting trony 
with which he punctuated his periods. 

How much the presént King of Spain 
owes to him for his policy duirng the try- 
ing time of the war with the United States 
and the period afterward. when the angry 
people threatened to overthrow the Govern- 
ment of Alfonso cannot be calculated. Pos- 
sibly he was the only man who could have 
preserved the dynasty. But before ihis time 
Spain owed to him many reforms and civic 
prerogatives, and a broader appreciation 
of conatitutiona! rights. 

As premier during the Spanish-American 
war he came before the American people 
@s a man worthy of study. Fer this, his 
most fateful ascent to the Presidency of the 
Ministerial counctl, he prepared for many 
years. 

As early as May 21, 1897, he was charged 
with unduly criticising Sefior Canovas's 
government, and hence contributing to the 
passing of resolutions hostile to Spain in 
the United States Sefiate. But Gen. Luls 
Pando came to hi¢ rescue in thé Chamber 
by remarking: .“ Everything that has oc- 
curred to-day is due to the cowardice and 
weakness of the Govefnment.” 

It was generally expected at the time that 
the Conservative Cabinet would be forced 
out. And in fact the Cabinet did present to 
the Queen Regent their resignations on 
June 2, 1897, but aftet a consultation with

DECISION AGAINST GOULD. 


Injunction Granted by the Courts Shuts 
the Wabash Out of Pittsburg. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 5—The State Su- 
preme Court to-day, in the case of the City 
of Pittsburg versys the Pittsburg, Carnegie 
and Western Ralflroad Company, reversed 
the decision of the Pittsburg courts, which 
held that a railroad company had a oe 
right to extend its lines between any point 
in the State. 

The court’s decision to-day affects the 
railroad situation in Pittsburg arising from 
the attempt of the Gould system to enter 
that city, and thereby secure a line to the 
seaboard. The Supreme Court reversed the 
lower court on Constitutional grounds and 
granted an injunction prohibiting the ex- 
tension of the Pittsburg, Carnegie and 
Western Railroad. 

It is understood that the extension was 
intended to permit the entry into Pittsburg 
of the Wabash Railroad Company.

PITTSBURG, Jan. 5.—The Pennsylvania 
Supreme Court in Philadelphia, reversing 
the decision of Judge McClung of AlHe- 


gheny County, whitch gan the Carnegie 
and Western Railroad the right to enter 
Pittsburg without the consent of Councils, 
has soups all work in Pittsburg. The 
road is the Allegheny County extension of 
the Wabash Railroad. Councils refused to 
grant to the Wabash the right of way to 
cross the streets with elevated tracks. 

The Wabash appealed to the AlHegheny 
Ccunty courts, which supported its conten- 
tion that it had the right of eminent do- 
main. The Wabash officials sought to se- 
cure the gasceme of an ordinance granting 
the road the right of way. It was alleged 
that rival railroad officials had tampered 
with the Committee on Ordinances. ‘oun- 
cils appointed @ special committee. That 
committee took up the subject and also 
claims made by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
for an elevatcd track along Duquesne Way, 
on_the banks of the Allegheny River. 

The two ordinances were grou and the 
one made contingent on the other. Presi- 
dent Ramsey of the Wabash alleged the 
Pennsylvania had made its plans s0 as to 
absolutely shut out the Wabash from ter- 
ritory it wished to cover. The officials of 
the two roads got into an argument, and 
the ordinances were held up. 

The committee will meet to-morrow and 
decide on a date to meet engineers of both 
railroads to lay their claims before the 
committee. . 

W. Patterson, the chief engineer and 
general monegee of the Pittsburg, Carnegie 
and Western Railroad. the Wabash exten- 
sion, said to-day: ‘‘ We will take immedi- 
ate cognizance of the order of the Supreme 
Court, and until Councils act not a stroke 
of additional work will be done here.”

COTTON CROP REPORT. 


The Census Bureau Estimates the Num- 
ber of Bales Ginned at 9,311,835. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—The Census Bu- 
reau report on the cotton ginned from the 
1902 crop up to and including Dec. 13 last 
is 9,311,835 bales, irrespective of shape or 
weight, equal to 8,905,503 bales according 
to commercial counting. This is 90.2 
cent. of the crop. The report in part fol-

The above statistics of the quantity of 
cotton ginned to Dec. 13 are expressed in 
bales as proses at the ginneries, irre- 
spective of shape or weight. By two most 
thorough canvasses this season of 32,528 

nneries, active and idle, of which num- 

er 30,194 have been operated for this crop, 
the crop, according to the ginners, is 9,9)4,- 
800 bales, and according to the canvassing 
agents 9,954,106 bales, of an average gross 
weight of 5300 pounds. The census office 
assumes no responsibility for the accuracy 
of these estimates. This report will be fol- 
lowed pd a third and final report at the 
end of the ginning season, about March 16, 
which will distribute the crop by counties, 
segregate upland and sea island cottons, 
and give weights of bales. 

In giving out the report, Director Mer- 
tiam made the following statement: 

“It seems important to again state, in 
connection with these statistics of the cot- 
ton crop of 1902, that In so far as they re- 
late to the bales of cotton ginned to Dec. 
13 last, they involve no guesswork at any 
point, no estimate by anybody, and no un- 
certainty of any kind. They represent the 
exact number of bales of cotton that have 
passed through the ginneries and repre- 
sent the ginning operations of every gin- 
ning establishment which has handled ary 
portion of the growth of 1902. 

“The census office is already perfecting 
plans for more frequent reports in connec- 
tion with the crop of 1903. Its plans con- 
template practically a monthly report dur- 
ing the catton nning season of 1903. The 
method adopt ean be gradually extended 
and developed, with comparatively little 
increase of expense, so as to include sta- 
tistics of the cottonseed oil industry, the 
acreage annually devoted to cotton, and the 
mill takings and consumption of cotton, 
thus making the reports a complete show- 
ing of the production and consumption of 
domestic cotton.”

Mayor Low's annual message about mu- 
nicipal affairs is to be made public in three 
installments. To the Board of Aldermen 
yesterday the Mayor sent a document of 
sixteen printed pages about sinking fund 
matters, real estate assessment, rapid tran- 
sit extensions, bridges, and public libraries. 
The second part of the message that, he 
said, is to be issued in about a fortnight, 
will deal with the current work of city de- 
partments. The third will contain com- 
ments on the revised charter. 

In his document the Mayor said that the 
Board of Aldermen had co-operated cordial- 
ly with the administrative branch of the 
City Government, and that “‘in one or two 
instances only matters have been delayed 
where prompt action seemed to be desira- | 
ble, but for the most part your action has 
made possible the orderly and efficient con- 
duct of the city’s business without delay 
and without embarrassment.”

THE SINKING FUNDS. 
Thergrowth of the Sinking Funds in 1901 
was $7,000,000; in 1902, $12,000,000. The in- 
crease of gross debt in 1901 was $20,000,000, 
in 1902, $10,000,000. The Mayor described 
the difficulties that the city had to face 


in the rapid increase yearly of the Sinking 
Funds, and declared that no more puzzling | 
problem ever confronted an administration, 
and that by the hearty co-operation of 
Controller Grout and himself a method had 
been found to continue public improve- 
ments without a large and continual in- 
crease in taxation. His reference to the 
Sinking Funds is as follows: 

“‘The difficulty as to the Sinking Funds, 
of which the city has ten, grows out of 
the fact that the Sinking Funds which 
rotect the debt of the old City of New 
York absorb most of the available income | 
of the city. The income of the city pledged 
to these Sinking Funds grows larger year 
by year with the city’s growth. The vol- 
ume of bonds to be protected by these 
Sinking Funds, on the other hand, grows 
smaller every year, as installments of the 
debt fall due ard are paid off. No new 
debt is, or can be, incurred for which these 
Sinking Funds are liable. The excessive 
taxation of the present year, resulting 
from these conditions, is approximately 
eight millions and a half of dollars. That 
is to say, if the city’s income went into the 
general! fund for the reduction of taxation, 
as it ought to go, and the city were called 
upon to provide only what is necessary to 
redeem its outstanding debt, eight millions 
and a half of dollars, locked up this year 
in the Sinking Funds, would be available 
for the reduction of taxation. 

“This problem has long been recognized 
by the city authorities as a most serious 
one; but it has been allowed to remain un- 
solved because of the difficulty of finding 
any solution of it, growing out of the fact 
that the law of 1878, which asSfEned these 
revenues to the Sinking Funds, stipulated 
that this assignment should be a contract 
between. the. city. and its bondhol s. This 
contract counts for nothing, so far as the 
berdholders are concerned, for city bonds 
met protected by this contract’ sell as well 
as the bonds that are. The letter of 
coptract, on the other hand, has hereto- 
fore invoived a very heavy burden upon 
the texpavyers. 

“The greatest credit is due to Mr. James 
W. Stevenson, the Deputy Controller, for 
devising a plan which will enable the city 
to keep this contract in its letter, as well 
as in its spirit, while at the same time re- 
lieving the city permanently of unnecessary 
taxation. The same law of 1878 which 
makes it necessary to assign specific reve- 
nues to the Sinking Funds makes it also 
lawful to invest these revenues in obbiga- 
tions of the city at the time of their issue. 
These revenues heretofore have been in- 
vested in bonds issued for improvements 
more or less permanent in character. 

“Mr. Stevenson proposes that the Legis- 
lature should authorize the issue of a new 
class of bonds, to be known as general 
fund bonds, in which the surplus revenues 
of the Sinking Funds each year may be in- 
vested, the proceeds of which shall be paid 
into the general fund for the reduction of 
taxztion. These general fund bonds are to 
retain as assets of the Sinking Funds until 
all the obligations of that fund are 
Then, and not until then, they are to be 
eanceled. The city’s credit will thus re- 
main pledged to the Sinking Funds for the 
amount of all its assets, as the law of 1878 | 
contemplated. so long as any of the Sinking 
Funds’ obligations remain.” 

FULL VALUE ASSESSMENT 

Referring to the plan formulated by city 

' officials to real estate at its full 
value for purposes of taxation, the Mayor 
sail: 

“The working capital that the 
needs, or, to put it-in another way, 
larger credit that it must have, is to 
secured by the very simple process of as- 
sessing the city’s real estate at full value, 
accordin to law. Heretofore, the real 
estate of the city has been assessed ap- 

roximately at 67 per cent. of full value. 

y_increasing the assessment to the stand- 
ard fixed by the law, the city will increase 
its borrowing capacity without affecting in 
any way, by that fact, either the amount 
of its tax levy or the amount of its debt. 
AS a matter of fact, the tax levy of 1903 
is $1,500,000 less than for 1902; and if the 
Sinking Fund bill becomes a law it will be 
$10,000,000 less. 

“Many objections have been’ urged 
against the policy of full assessment, but 
I am persuaded ‘that it will prove to be | 
one of the most desirable reforms ever ef- 
fected in the City of New York. No tax- 
ation is so unjust as unequal taxation. As 
a result of the reassessment of all the real 
estate of the city property has been found 
to be assessed all the way from 7% per cent. 
to 130 per cent. of its full value. Except 
for the systematic reassessment of the 
oeity’s real estate whjch has followed the 
determination to enforce the plain require- 
ments of the law many of these variations 
would never have been discovered. It is 
evident, of course, that individuals who 
have been favored by the old system may 
have to pay a larger proportion of the city’s 
taxes than they have been paying hereto- 
fore, but this fact, so far from being an 
objection to the reform, is the strongest 
argument in favor of its necessity, because 
it is the demonstration that justice in | 
taxation has. to that extent supplanted in- 
equality. 

“That the real estate interests of the city 
as a whole apprehend no injury from the 
change of svstem is conclusively demon- 
strated by the fact that in New York and 
Kings Counties the conveyances of real 
estate in the last six months, since the 
change of policy as to assessments was 
made public, are substantially 3,000 in num- 
ber in excess of last year. Plans have been 
filed for 2,208 new buildings, only 155 less 
than a Vear ago. notwithstanding the coal 
strike, the high price of building materials, 
and the high rates for money. It is incon- | 
ceivable that such figures could be present- 
ed if the policy of assessing at full value 
were seriously felt to be disadvantageous 
to the,/real estate interests of the city. They 
amount, in fact, to a demonstration that, 
whatever may be the grounds for criticism 
of his policy. in detail, the advantages re- 
sulting. from it overwhelmingly outweigh 
the disadvantages. 

“J should summarize the, advantages in 
this way: First, it makes for equality and 
justice in taxation. Nobody can reach a 
percentage of full value. such as 67 per 
cent., or any other percentage, without first 
determining full value and taking the per- 
centage of it. When, however, there is no 
stundard for the percentage to be taken 
except the whim of the deputy assessor, 
immense variations in the assessments are 
inevitable. Incapacity and dishonesty both 
tend to aggravate the trouble. Nobody has 
a right to fix a standard other than the 
standard fixed by the law itself, and that 
standard is full value. It is not contended 
that.so great a work as reassessing the 
ciry as,a Whole can be done without mis- 
take. but it is absolutely certain that, after 
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next July, when the new assessments 
into effect, there will no such inequali- 
es of assessment, under the requirement 
to assess at full value, as are represented 
by the present assessments, which’ range 
froin 7% per cent. to 130 per cent. of full 
Value, 

“Each year, also, ought to help to re- 
move such inequalities as may exist. Full 
value is something upon which the courts 
can more readily form an opinion, 
they can upon, questions of comparative 
value, such as have heretofore been present- 
ed to them. The second advantage of as- 
sessment at full value is that it 
) by increasing its credit, master 
of its own fate in ‘the matter of public 
improvements, while enabling it to provide 
adequately for such essential needs of its 
a growth as schoolhouses and hospi- 
tals, police stations, fire engine houses, 
dock improvements and the like.

“It is a striking fact that the surface 
and elevated roads of the City of New 
York carry more paying passengers every 
year than all the steam railroads of North 
and South America combined. yWhat this 
signifies, in detail, was well shown by the 
ee of Mr. Skitt. President of the 
Manhattan Railway Company, that on 
Monday of Christmas week his company 
carried 120,000 more people than it carried 
during the immense crush of the Dewey 
celebration, The present agitation over 
the inadequate accommodation furnished 
by the elevated and surface railroad com- 
panies tells the same'story. It is certainly 
true that, outside of rush hours, very much 
greater accommodation can be, and should 
be, given, but nobody is sanguine enough 
to believe that. during the rush hours, the 
situation can be importantly relieved ex- 
cept by the addition of new transit facili- 
ties 

‘IT hope that the agitation for improved 
conditions of surface travel will not spend 
itself simply in securing better accommoda- 
tions for the passengers. I hope that it 
will also secure better conditions for the 
motormen by providing. vestibules for the 
surface cars, and for the conductors, by 
insisting upon two conductors for every 
large car, and two conductors for every 
car during the rush hours. The money so 
spent to provide better conditions for the 
men who operate the cars is not unlikely 
to be more than saved by greater freedom 
from accident and by the collection of 
besides securing greater safety 
and comfort for passengers.”

Henry S. Fleming, Secretary of the 
Anthracite Operators’ Exchange, said that 
the enforced abrogation of the *contractors 
showed that the individual operators, after 
being squeezed by the companies, would get 
even by squeezing the public.. The rail- 
roads had too much of their way, how- 
ever, and there seemed to be some force in 
the contention of the operators that the 
market value of the coal was what it would 
bring.

‘La Fille du Regiment’ and Leoncavello’s 
‘* Pagliacci,’ and the occasion was widely 
felt to be a highly stimulating one. 

Mme. Sembrich has brought Donizetti 
back to life with her delicious and vivify- 
ing art. For her, ** La Fille due Régiment "’ 
‘Don Pasquale "’ were revived last 
year, and she achieved in those almost for- 
gotten operas of the Italian singer of sweet 
ang sugary melodies, some of the greatest 
successes of her career in New York, show- 
ing that they were not dead, but sleeping, 
and awaiting only the magic of such a 
touch hers. When “La Fille du Regi- 
ment’’ was performed last year at the 
Metropolitan Opera House it was doubtless 
as good as unknown to most of the habi- 
tues of the house, though it had been done 
in English within a few years by the Castle 
Square Opera Company, and previously by 
the Bostonians—after a fashion. 

It needs a longer memory than can be 
brought to bear by most of those who 
have heard the revivals of these two sea- 
sons to recall the last previous perform- 
ances of it in French. The reasons for 
its lapse into the limbo of forgotten operas 
are several, but one of them and one of 
the chief was to be discovered last even- 
ing: how many operatic singers are there 
who can enter into its spirit and—most of 
all—sing its music as Mme. Sembrich does? 
It is safe to say that there is not another 
in the world, and there are none arising 
to take her place. The style is obsoles- 
cent; the strenuous composers of the pres- 
ent day, as we were reminded later in the 
evening, are demanding other methods. 
So it is that it behooves the patrons of 
the Metropolitan Opera House to appre- 
ciate, as they do, what is here offered 
them as one of the rarest delights that the 
lyric stage can present to-day. 

“La Fille du Régiment’”’ is a charming 
work, of a slightness of texture that needs 
a house not more than half the size of 
the Metropolitan; for a deal of its intimate 
charm evaporates within its vast reaches, 
It is a work of slight texture, and its 
libretto is indeed thin; but the music is 
light and facile, bit at times of uncom- 
mon vigor and character, full of a genu- 
inely comic poms. which becomes Doni- 
zetti so much more than the tragic, and 
is precisely the field in which Mme, Sem- 
brich’s exuberant spirits have their fullest 
play. She is, above all eise, a comedian. 
Her performance as Maria is sparkling 
with an irresistible flow of gayety, full of 
inimitable verve and of innumerable 
touches of mischievous humor, of frank 
good-fellowship. In the second act it is 
an absolute masterpiece of comic acting, 
with its suggestion of burlesque, of petu- 
lance, and of archness. Her singing in it 
is marvelous in its precision and deftness 
of touch, fitting pertect vocalism, executed 
with heedless insouciance, to the interpre- 
tation of the spirit of the scene. She in- 
terpclated in this act the ‘ Parla’’ waltz, 
by Arditi. It was all hugely enjoyed and 
really appreciated. . 

Of her companions in the cast Mr. Gil- 
ibert comes nearest her level in his play- 
ing of the French Sergeant Sulpice, in 
which he delivers another of his admirably 
characteristic interpretations, of a humor 
to match hers, a capital foil to it in its 
bluffness and heartiness, and sung with as 
much spirit as it is acted. Mme, Van 
Cauteren has done nothing that is com- 
parable in excellence to her enacting of the 
Marquise de Berkenfeld, and the Hor- 
tensius of Mr. Dufriche, though somewhat 
exaggerated at certain points, is an excel- 
lent study of the steward of the old régime. 
Mr. Salignac is the weak spot in the cast, 
for he makes the peasant Tonio a milk- 
arnd-watery creature in voice, as in acting. 
The character is little more than a lay 
figure at best, but there is more in it than 
Mr. Salignac has perceived. 

The second part of the evening was de- 
voted to a performance of Leoncavallo's 
opera “I Pagliacci,”’ as great a contrast in 
matter and in manner as could well be im- 
agined. It was the first time it has been 
presented this season, and the chief point 
of interest in it was the appearance for 
the first time of Mr. Alvarez as Canio. 
Needless to say to those who know the 
work that it is eminently fitted for him— 
an epitome, in fact, of everything that he 
can do with such consummate power when 
he is at his finest. His impersonation was 
a remarkable addition to the list of first 
performances at the Metropolitan Opera 
House. 

The vein of tragic intensity and bf smoul- 
dering jealousy bursting into fierce flame 
is in it almost from the beginning, and it 
is this Othello-like character, touching it 
at new points and with profoundly moving 
pathos that he can fill with picturesqueness 
and vitality.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—Another surpris- 
ing change was made to-day in the ar- 
rangement of European diplomatic posts. 
David Jayne Hill, Assistant Secretary of 
State, was nominated for Minister to Switz- 
erland; Francis B. Loomis, now Minister to 
Portugal, was named to succeed Dr. Hill 
as Assistant Secretary of State, and 
Charles Page Bryan, present Minister to 


Brazil, was nominated Minister to Portu- | the case. 


gal. 

It was proposed last month to send Mr. 
Bryan to Switzerland, and he was appoint- 
ed by the President and confirmed for that 
post by the Senate. Prof. Arthur 8S. Hardy, 
the novelist, former Minister to Switzer- 
land, and before that Minister to Persia, 
was shifted to Spain. He sailed recently 
for Switzerland to present his letter of re- 
call and prepare to go to Madrid. Bellamy 
from Madrid to St. Petersburg 
to succeed Charlemagne Tower of Philadel- 
phia, who follows Dr. White at Berlin. 

Mr, Bryan comes from Chicago, and has 
made a good record as Minister to Brazil. 
Chis is not the first time that he has been 
appointed to a diplomatic post to which he 
Was not sent. President McKinley in 1897 
appointed him Minister to China, but re- 
catied the nomination and sent Mr. Conger 
there and Bryan to Brazil, where Conger 
had been stationed. Mr. Bryan, although 
he has been confirmed as Minister to 
Switzerland, will not go there, but will 
take his commission directly to Portugal. 

It is understood that the appointment of 
Dr. Hill to the Swiss mission is intended as 
a stepping stone to _a higher place. in the 
diplomatic world. He has rendered most 
valuable service in the last few years 
the State Department, during some of the 
most trying passages in diplomacy that 
this Government has ever had to 
take. For some time he has had a strong 
desire to enter the diplomatic service, for 
which he is thoroughly equipped.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.— 
Fitzgerald of New York to-day introduced 
a bill making it illegal for any person 
engaged in trade use for advertising 
purposes the name or picture of any living 
person without having first obtained: their 
consent in writing.

United States Supreme Court Decides 
One Is Paid—Opinion Handed Down 
by Justice Brown in the 
Downs Case.

United States Supreme Court decided in the 
Downs that the money paid by the 
Russian Government on sugar exported is a 
bounty, and that the Collector of Customs 
at Baltimore was justified in levying a 
countervailing duty on Russian sugar under 

the terms of the Dingley law. 

The Downs case came to the Supreme 
Court on a writ of certiorari brought to 
test rulings of the lower court and of the 
Board of General Appraisers holding a 
cargo imported into Baltimore from Russia

said the case involved only the one ques- 
tion as to ‘“‘ whether under the laws and 
regulations of Russia a bounty is allowed 
upon the export of sugar which subjects 
such sugar upon its importation into the 
United States to an additional duty equal 
to the entire amount of such bounty under 
the act of July 24. 1897." 

Hie said that under Russia’s method of 
protecting and fostering her sugar industry 
free sugar which may be sold in Russia at 
the normal excise of 1.75 rubles. per 
pound, may be exported under a permit 
from the excise office upon the return of a 
free sugar certificate with the Custom 
House export mark, the excise then credit- 
ing the exported quantity of sugar to the 
free surplus of the mill, which is subject to 
dcuble the tax of 1.75 rubles. 

Discussing the effect of this certificate 
Justice Brown said: ‘‘In practice the mar- 
ket value of these certificates must vary 
according to the demand and supply, but

MARGINAL TRADING ILLEGAL. 


Justice Holmes’s First Opinion Sustains 
the California Constitution. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—Justice Holmes 
of the United States Supreme Court to-day | 
delivered the first opinion promulgated by 
him as a member of that court. The case 
was that of Otis Gassman vs. F. Parker 
and involved the question as to whether 
the State Constitution of California prohib- 
iting dealings in mar@ins on stocks contra- 


venes the Fourteenth Amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States. 

The decision of the California courts, 
which sustaines the Constitution, prohibit- 
ing such dealings, is confirmed. Justices 
Brewer and Peckham dissented. 

The case in question grew out of an ef- 
fort of the plaintiff to recover money paid 
for margins to a stock broker. Justice 
Holmes in his opinion held that the adop- 
tion of the Constitutional provision by the 
people of California showed a deep-seated 
local conviction that the prohibition against 
dealings in stocks on margins was re- 
quired. This conviction, he held, is en- 
titled to much respect and consideration. 

“It is said,’’ continued Justice Holmes, 
“that at the time when the Constitution 
was adopted widespread ruin had been 
wrought by gambling in margins. Of 
course that mode of dealing opens a larger 
opportunity for gambling than when prop- 
erty is paid for outright. The court is 
not prepared to say that such a provision 
might not be a proper method of meeting 
a popular delirium, still less that it might 
not reasonably be shougnt a proper method 
of doing so. And if in practice the evil 
is confined to stocks, as was natural in a 
mining country, the court deerhs it not 
unjustifiable inequality to confi the pro- 
hibition to stocks and not to extend it to 
other possible matters of speculation,. such’ 
as cotton or wheat.” The opinién. con-

BRISTOL, Jan. 5.—Much of the work on 
the cup boat at the Herreshoff .shops at 
Bristol during the week past was confined 
to the continuation of the shaping of the 
craft’s frames and assembling them in con- 
venient places near the mid-section of the 
boat. Each day’s work gives ample proof 
that the design and manner of construc- 
tion are superior to the Constitution, and 
there were but few defects for criticism on 
that craft. 

Things were shaped last week for setting 
up the frames in the mid-section of the boat 
before the works were closed on Saturday, 
but owing to a combination of circum- 
stances, one of which was the lengthening 
of the keel plate, the beginning of the fram- 
ing-out process went over for a few days 
more, 

One of the sections of the. bronze plate on 
top of the keel having been found to be 
a trifle too short, the process of attaching 
an extra piece of bronze to it was ac- 
complished Thursday, so that now the plate 
is of the necessary length. The two pieces 
were melted together very successfully in 
the position of the plate. 

More ‘Tobin bronze plates are expected 
from Ansonia, though there is énough 
plating of this material on hand now to 
cover two-thirds of the hull. Every plate 
fitted and punched for the rivet holes is 
subject to the rolling process whereby each 
piece of metal is trued and ready for ap- 
plying to the frames. 

The sailmakers are now in the midst of 
the m: king of sails for the new 90-footer, 
with a few of the sails practically finished, 
while at another end of the loft the sails 
for the Constitution and Columbia are 
pretty well under way. There seems to be 
4s much anxiety to have the sails finished 
for the old boats as for the new one, the 
plan being to have the older boats in com- 
mission as early in the season as the new 
one. 

It is understood in Bristol that Mr. Bel- 
mont is endeavoring to have the Constitu- 
tion in sailing trim very early next season, 
some accounts being that the craft may be 
in sailing fettle by the latter part of March. 
A new steel spar is being made for the 
craft in the north boat shop. It is just be- 
ginning to take shape and ought to be com- 
pleted in a few weeks. The object, it is 
said, is to put the Constitution in first-class 
racing trim and when the new boat is in 
commission to put the older one to the 
greatest tests possible in the racing. 

Doubts are heard expressed of the Consti- 
tution being able to beat the new craft, 
from the fact of Designer Herreshoff hav- 
ing in mind the matter of building a new 
boat that will be minutes faster than the 
older ninety-footers. The story of the 
Sa of the new Herreshoff boat 

eating the challenger by a much wider 
margin than the Columbia beat the Sham- 
rock II. at the last cup races is repeated, 
and from a source that lends much cred- 
ence to the story. 

There are several orders for new steam 
vachts at the Herreshoff shops, which 
denotes a brisk yachting season next 
Summer. Many mechanics are at work on 
the new class of thirty-footers, with the 
fourth boat in that class nearly ready 
to be taken out of the shop to make room 
for the setting up of the next one. 

Efforts are being made to secure more 
steel workers at the shops, as that class 
of workmen are not numerous there at 
presént.

Two or three 
years before her death, he continued, she 
became very infirm, and at her request 
he visited her house often, assuming the 
management of the estate. 

He denied in his affidavit that he burned 
any will or guve candies to the dying 
woman. Nor did he ever send to the house 
in West Twenty-first Street a nurse named 
“Miss Fay."’ He denied ‘‘every allega- 
tion, insinuation, innuendo, and inference ”’ 
set forth in Col. Bacon's affidavit. 

In referring to the status of Mrs. Una 
May Mullins, mother of Miss Le Brantz, 
and to the adopted daughter of Mrs, 
Waters, Mr. Conklin said he did not believe 
Mrs. Mullins was ever adopted legally, in- 
asmuch as he understood that no record 
of such adoption could be located. Mrs. 
Mullins, who now lives in West Virginia, 
first married a man named Le Brantz, and 
later a Mr. Mullins. 

The’ plaintiff said in her affidavit that 
her mother never knew she was not Mrs. 
Waters's own daughter until the time of 
Her marriage to Mr. Le Brantz. And she 
herself (the plaintiff) never knew the real 
name of her mother until Col. Bacon 
brought to her from the Home of the 
Friendless an extract from the institu- 
tion’s records. 

Miss Le Brantz’s counsel appeared before 
Justice Leventritt for the purpose of mov- 
ing that a temporary injunction be issued 
to restrain Conklin from disposing of any 
of the property received by him within the 
last t years; that a receiver for the 
estate appointed, and that an order be 
Signed to vacate the Surrogate’s appoint- 
ment of the New York Security and Trust 
Con:pany as temporary administrator un- 
der the will of last April. That was the 
will by which Conklin was made residuary 
legatee. The estate, announced Col. Ba- 
con in beginninig his argument, was esti- 
mated at a valuation of more than $100,000.

Hays & Hershfield said that they under- 
stood the liabilities amount to more than 
$500,000, including merchandise, debts and 
borrowed money.

The 
question it raises is, in the first instance, 
not for the United States, but for Ger- 
many’s present ally. Great Britain has 
repeatedly, in various ways, recognized 
the Monroe Doctrine, and it is understood 
in this country that the public opinion 
of Great Britain recognizes it to-day as a 
doctrine most useful for her and a guar- 
antee of her American possessions as 
well as of the “peace and safety” of

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—What was, perhaps, a more important 
achievement of MicHAEL J. Durry than 
any of those recorded in the brief obituary 
articles published yesterday was his inven- 
tion of a word which, while it has not act- 
ually established itself as a part of our 
written language, yet has won a place in 
several dictionaries and for colloquial use 
is recognized as good enough by all except 
perticularly stately speakers. It was Mr. 
Durry who, while the trials of the ‘*-boodle 
Aldermen" were going on in 1886, enliv- 
ened the revelations which led to the dis- 
missal of the indictment against himself 
by referring again and again to the banded 
bribe hunters as ‘‘ the combine." The term, 
reproduced in the reports of the proceed- 
ings, at once attracted attention and was 
scon included in the slang of the day. It 
became familiar all over this country and 
even crossea the ocean to gain a sort of 
currency in England. Only a few months 
ago it was generally applied there, even in 
Parliamentary debates, to Mr, MORGAN'S 
consolidation of steamship lines, but that 
was in a way differing somewhat from 
the original use. Here, fn boodle Alderman 
days always, and usually since, a ‘‘ com- 
bine’ has been an association of individ- 
uals, and not of things. The dictionaries 
say that this ‘‘combine’’ is accented on 
the last syllable, by which they mean, pos- 
sibly, that it ought to be accented there. As 
a matter of fact, it never was and never is 
so accented, but always on the first syl- 
lable, and the dictionaries, having gone as 
far as they did in recognizing the word's 
existence, should have given it a marking 
according to’ the only usage it had or has. 
Of course ‘‘ combine," as a noun, is a bar- 
barous term of unorthodox formation, but 
there is none other of just its sinister sig- 
nificance, and so it can properly enough be 
permitted to pass for what it is worth. Per- 
haps the statement above that Durry in- 
vented the word should be changed to the 
statement that he gave it currency. Pre- 
sumably it had been in use among his asso- 
ciates for a long time.

—When ‘‘ The Rowers’ was cabled over 
to us two of the lines in the copy as re- 
ceived from the telegraph company read: 


They had no heart for the rally and roar, 
That makes the whaleback smoke. 


Remembering the much-discussed ‘‘tumult 
and shouting dies,’’ the singular verb with 
“rally and roar’”’ did not trouble us, but 
we did ponder long and vajnly over ‘* whale- 
back,’’ never having seen the term applied 
to any craft except one utterly unknown in 
the days of oar-moved war galleys such as 
that in which Mr. KrpLina had chosen to 
place his protesting Britishers. The incon- 
gruity was obvious and the suspicion of a 
telegrapher's error strong, but no other 
word suggested itself, and ‘‘ whaleback ”’ 
was permitted to stand. Now comes the 
issue of The London Times; in which the 
poem was printed, and the little mystery 
is solved. Mr. KipLinG did not make his 
rowers row a ‘‘ whaleback”’ at all. What 
he wrote was— 


They had no heart for the rally and roar, 
That makes the whale-bath smoke— 


and that, of course, is all right—if one is 
willing to admit the propriety of referring 
to the sea as a “ whale-bath."’ It's a most 
disrespectful figure, but striking and Kip- 
lingesque, and the Atlantic Ocean can stand 
it. We note no other errors in our version 
except one that corrected {tself—the sub- 
stitution of “sale” for “gale.” Taken all 
for all, the poem is as good a “ tribal lay " 
as has been written for many a year, and 
it will last longer than most tribal lays, 
since it expresses a sentiment that will 
deeply offend everybody whom it does not 
highly please. 


——There was a queer railroad accident 
down in Arkansas the other day. A loco- 
motéve was pushing from the rear a work 
train of several cars on the Iron Mountain 
Roady and in the cars were some 500 labor- 
ers. The engineer, looking forward with 
his head far out of his window, suddenly 
saw two locomotives approaching on the 
same track from the other direction. They 
were moving slowly, and so enveloped in 
their own steam that the men on them did 
not see the work train, which was in 
rapid motion. A serious collision was im- 
minent, and the engineer of the work train 
put on all the brake power at his com- 
mand. This was effective in so far as 
preventing more than a slight bump be- 
tween the forward car and the nearest en- 
gine, but the “‘ emergency stop "’ hurled the 
workmen into heaps at the ends of their 
ears and thirty-six of them were seriously 
injured. Philosophizing over this accident, 
The Little Rock Gazette says: “It is pos- 
sible to put a brake on a train with which 
you can stop it within a few feet, but how 
are you going to stop the passengers? If 
a man were standing in the aisle of a car 
going sixty miles an hour and the car 
should be stopped within a few feet its 
motion would be instantly transferred to 
the man, and he would go through the 
front door like a shot out of a gun." There 
is sOme exaggeration in this, but it has 
Tong been recognized that an ‘‘ emergency 
stop’ is a yery dangerous and expensive 
thing, and resort to it is only a choice be- 
tween two evils, the one almost as great as 
the other. The Gazette wants somebody to 
give us an invention which, when a train is 
stopped quickly, will take up the momen- 
tum of all the mass of engine, cars, and

-——A correspondent whom we suspect of 
cynicism suggests that Mr. Dsevery would 
never have referred to the corruption of 
Rome had he not been unconsciously af- 
fected by reading the messages and ad- 
dresses of our good Mayor. The cynical 
one, therefore, holds that we should not 
criticise Mr. Devery for his lamentable fall 
into the dreariest of platitudes, but praise 
him for seeking to copy a model set by an 
undoubted superior. Well, that is, of 
course, one way of looking at his offense, 
but somehow the resulting mitigation of it 
is not very large. And we doubt if Mr.

SURFACE CAR CONGESTION. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Considerable discussion has arisen in re- 
gard to what has been called the congestion 
of traffic in this city. Not a few letters 
have been written to our daily newspapers, 
and their news columns contain enough 
daily about the same to furnish interesting 
reading while engaged in that congestion 
in the morning and again in the evening. 
As yet we have heard few suggestions but 
many complaints. In fact, one of your cor- 
respondents, Mr. Thurber, took it upon 
himself to defend the traction companies, 
alleging that they are doing their best. 
That gentleman evidently does not reside 
in Harlem, and has not thus been compelled 
to change cars/at Eighty-sixth Street on a 
rainy night in conjunction with many other 
fellow-sufferers, after having walked a 
block or more in the rain in order to be 


able to enter the car at Astor Place. As 
this happens during rush hours I presume 
Mr. Thurber is already comfortably lodged 
at home. 

As the congestion on the elevated roads 
is to be immediately relieved, (according to 
our Railroad Commission,) I would like to 
offer two suggestions for relieving the sur- 
face-car crush, based upon enactments now 
successfully in vogue in Europe; and both 
within the or province of our Board of 
Aldermen, Let them enact ordinances pre- 
venting trucks and large express wagons 
from passing on certain streets during the 
rush hours. This would prevent the block- 
ading of cars unnecessarily, and would, at 
any rate, do away with a prime factor in 
causing the delay. Let them further pass 


ordinances regulating cab hire within rea- |! 


sonable limits. If we could have cheap cab 
service here, as in Europe, traffic would be 
greatly diverted into another and better 
channel. This would be of great advantage 
to those who have not far to go: In Eu- 
rope cabs have what are called taxometers, 
which show the exact amount to be 
charged. Were this done here, were we to 
have cheap cab and stage service, many 
people would be glad to make use of the 
same, and the owners would undoubtedly 
find it very profitable. 

Our noble Board of Addermen has dis- 
posed of the Pennsylvania franchise, and ts 
now free to look after the interests of the 
people. Will the members do it?

WHITES NEEDFD IN AFRICA 


Benjamin Kidd Says Lesson Must 
‘Be Taken from America. 


In High Wages and Cheap Food and 
Independence from Native Labor 
Lies South Africa’s Hope.

LONDON, Jan. 6.—Comparison of the 
development of the United States and of 
South Africa is made in an article by 
Benjamin Kidd, published this morning 
in The Times. Speaking of South Africa 
he points out that its prosperous future 
depends upon its rapid settlement by the 
largest possible white population. In or- 
der to supply the needs of the rising in- 
dustries, the cost of living must be re- 
duced and all existing monopolies must 
be abolished. 

Mr. Kidd declares that the most char- 
acteristic and most important result con- 
tributed to economic knowledge by the 
rapid industrial expansion of the United 
States in the last quarter of a century 
has been the demonstration of the re- 
markable potency and efficiency of cheap 
tood and highly paid labor as a factor in 
national development. 

In South Africa one is reminded on 
every side, he says, of exactly converse 
conditions, Natal is one of the most fer- 
tile of territories—like Illinois, the basis 
on which Chicago first achieved its 
world-famed prosperity—yet the eye 
searches in vain the vast panorama for 
signs of white inhabitants. The native 
tillers of the soil cutnumber the Euro- 
pean population twelve to one. 


It is simply not a lack of economic 


‘ wants, but the curse of cheap labor that 


rests on the land, he holds. It may be 
seriously questioned whether the much- 
reputed cheapness of native labor will 
not be proved to be apparent only. He 
points out that Americans are said to 
lead the world in the matter of cheap 
production of goods, although the wages 
paid to workingmen are on an average 
greatly more than tho in Etrope. and 
yet it is the constant complaint of a cer- 
tain party in the United States that the 
workingman receives less per unit for the 


work done than the workingman of Eu- | 


rope. 

In other words, he concludes, the Am- 
erican workingman as a system is nearly 
twice as efficient as his European rival. 
The statement that there is economy in 
high wages or cheapness in dear labor 
muy sound paradoxical, but nevertheless 
it is one of the well-established facts of

GLOOMY OUTLOOK IN CHINA. 


Revenue Its Greater, but Merchants Are 
Overstocked Because of the De- 
preciation of Silver.

LONDON, Jan. 6.—-Telegraphic returns 
and treaty reports, says the correspond- 
ent of The Times at Shanghai, show that 
the maritime customs revenue of China 
for 1902 is more than 30,000,000 taels, as 
against ‘8,500,000 taels in 1901. For 
Shanghai the total was 10,000,000 taels. 

The year ends, however, with large 
stocks in the hands of the merchants and 
gloomy prospects for the import trade 
owing to the cdntinued exactions of the 
likin tax and the decline in the purchas- 
ing power of silver. 

The native press publishes a communi- 
cation addressed by the Japanese Treaty 
Revision Commissioners to the Chinese 
delegates with reference to the pending 
commercial treaty between Japan and 
China The Japanese Commissioners ap- 
pear to take a narrow view of the nego- 
tiations, aiming at the immediate pro- 
tection of Japan's exports more than’ the 
strengthening of China by the develop- 
ment of its resources. 

They criticise the treaty with Great 
Britain and object to the proposal to in- 
crease the import tariff 12% per cent. 
They also suggest the cancellation of the 
section extending the control of the mar- 
itime customs organization over the in- 
land customs. 


RADICALISM GROWS IN FRANCE, 


Nationalist Organs Believe That the 
Republic Furnishes No Security 
from “ Social Revolution.”

TO SERVE WRIT ON PRINCESS. 


German Consul at Geneva Authorized 
to Act in the Saxon Royal Sep- 
aration Proceedings. 


DFEEDEN, Saxony, Jan. 5.—The German 
Consul at Geneva has received the neces- 
sary permission to serve a writ on the 
Crown Princess Louise in connection with 


the suit for divorce brought against her 
by the Crown Prince of Saxony. 

The writ which the German Consul pur- 
poses to serve upon the Crown Princess 
is a petition for judicial separation. The 
document requests the Crown Princess to 
return to Dresden and oppeer Jan. 23 be- 
fore the special tribunal. he Princess, on 
the other hand, demands absolute divorce 
from the Crown Prince. 

A- Court bulletin issued to-day says: 
“The King, who has been suffering from 
influenza since Dec. 10, has improved 
somewhat. Since Jan. 3 he has been with- 
out fever and his appetite has been better. 
At the same time catarrh of the lungs, a 
distressing cough, and restlessness at night 
continue.” 


Commercial Museum for Paris. 
PARIS, Jan. 5.—A movement has been 
started to establish in Paris an internation- 
al commercial museum similar to the one

Premier Balfour was the best man The 
bride, who was given away by ler step- 
father, Justice Jeune, was supported by 
seven bridesmaids dressed in ivory satin 
and wearing large, pale blue picture hats. 
The bride's dress was of soft chiffon over 
duchesse satin, with full court train of 
old lace and chiffon. 

Among those present in the church. were 
Princess Christian, the Duke of Cambridge, 
Lord Lansdowne and other members of 
the Cabinet, Lord and Lady Roberts, Sir 
Henry and Lady Stanley and Mr. White, 
the United States Chargé d’Affaires. Pub- 
lic interest in the event was marked by 
the crowd outside, which was so. great 
that people broke through*the police lines 
and almost mobbed the carriage contain- 


ing Justice Jeune and the bride in their 
anxiety to see the latter.

Miss Anne T. Morgan, the Banker’s 
_ Daughter, Her Patron. 


Plan to Build an Italian Home of Drama, 
Like the Baireuth Temple of Music, 
Long Cherished by d’Annunzio 
and the Actress. 


When Mme. Eleonora Duse returned to 
New York yesterday to close her American 
tour it was with the news that she will be 
able to establish this Summer, thrbugh 
the aid of Miss Anne T. Morgan, daughter 
of J. P. Morgan, and other women, the 
theatre which the Italian actress and Ga- 
briele d'Annunzio planned to build in Italy 
some years ago. 

Since early in 1898 the plan for building 
a.temple of art to be devoted to the pro- 
duction of classic and modern drama, irre- 

{ spective of the commercial value of the 
plays, has been their ambition. As orig- 
inally conceived, it was to be a theatre in 
which Mme. Duse and her company were 
to act plays written by d’Annunzio. The 
idea was later enlarged until it grew to its 
present proportions, embracing all drama, 
old or new. 


The scheme for this. theatre, arranged 


along the lines of Wagner's at Baireuth, 
was heartily seconded by other artists and 
by James Gordon Bennett, and it was pro- 
posed to raise the money for its erection by 
public subscription. he amount needed 
Was about $150,000. Count Frankenstein 
gave the site on Lake Albano, but all the 
money needed was not subscribed, and the 
scheme. was temporarily abandoned about 
eighteen mionths ago. 

it was revived by mere chance some 
weeks ago when Mme. Duse was playing in 
Washington. =pouge she rarely cares to 
see strangers, she ad a desire to meet 
Mrs. Roosevelt, and at the reception given 
her she met Miss Morgan. She mentioned 
casually her old dream, and at once Miss 
Morgan yoreeree to secure the neces- 
sary funds. er plan is to get women of 
her acquaintance to give a thousand dollars 
each, and thus far twenty-one have volun- 
teered to do so. 6 

Mme. Duse, after her appearances at the 
Metropolitan.Opera House this week and 
next, will go to Paris, then to Berlin, and 
still later to Rome. There, while appear- 
ing in a new play by d’Annunzio, she will 
make arrangements for the erection of the 
theatre. If the funds are lacking, she will 
build it of wood, as was the first theatre 
at Baireuth, and later build one of stone. 
An attempt was made to interest other 
italian actors and develop the house into a 
national theatre. It is planned that the 
performances shall be given at a special 

| time of the vear. : 

The site given by Count Frankenstein is 
still available, and will be used because of 
its remarkably beautiful location. It is 
fifteen miles from Rome, on the slope of 
Monte Cavo, quite near the Pope's Palace, 
Castel Gandolfo. From its height it looks 
over the lake, and also commands a view 
of the Campagna. The neighborhood is a 
popular excursion resort for Rome, and is 
reached in an hour's time by a rickety 
tramway. 

Regarding her tour in the Middle West, 
Mme. Duse declared herself as well pleased, 
having been able to correct previous un- 
pleasant impressions. She plans to return 
next year to play an Italian version of 
Tolstoi’s ‘‘ Resurrection.” 


DEATH OF GEN. ELI LONG. 


Veteran of the Civil War Had Under- 
gone an Operation in the Presby- 
terian Hospital—His Career. 


Major Gen. Eli Long died in the Pres- 
byterian Hospital yesterday morning, an 
operation having been performed on Sat- 
urday afternooh.

The stock market moreover reflected 
the bullish sentiment inspired by the 
uniformly favorable records of the past 
year, and the generally hopeful forecasts 
for 1903. With higher prices cabled from 
London, with considerable orders re- 
ceivedl from out of town, and with a gen- 
eral conviction that the larger interests 
in the Street were for the time being 
favorable to an advance ir s, the 
stock market opened firm an ‘nued 
so all day. The volume of t sactions

FAVORABLE DEVELOPMENTS. 


Generally yesterday's developments were 
regarded as highly favorable and calculated 
to help the cause of advancing prices. Chief 
of these, of course, was the relaxation in 
money rates—both time and call. In addi- 
tion, there was the drop in the price of cot- 
ton, suggesting a larger export business; 
there was a further freer export movement 
of both corn and wheat; there were the 
very encouraging and hopeful utterances of 
leading financial and railroad interests— 
strikingly in evidence in the columns of 
THe NBw York Timms ANNUAL FINANCIAL 
REVIEW; and there was the publication 
during the day of several excellent state- 
ments of railroad earnings. Conspicuous 
of these exhibits of earnings were the Mis- 
s0uri Pacific and Louisville and Nashville 
figures, the former system reporting an in- 
crease in gross for the fourth week of De- 
cember of $188,000, and the latter a gross 
increase for the same period of $193,280. 


SOUTHERN RAILWAY. 


The Street was at a loss to determine 
whether the movement in Southern Rail- 
way Was merely a speculative one, under 
the lead of Western and local operators, or 
whether it was founded on something more 
substantial. Some of the buying was, on

Metropolitan’s President Answers 
Before Railroad Board. 


Merchants’ Association Submits Sugges- 
tions for Improvement—Experts to 
Consider Company’s Plans.

Eresident H. H. Vreeland of the Metro- 
politan Street Railroad system told the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners yesterday 
at a public hearing in the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel that the congestion of cars in Broad- 
Way would necessarily continue indefinite- 
ly unless the police kept the tracks reason- 
ably>clear of trucks. He declared that at 
the present time no effort was made to 
keep the tracks open. A brief of sugges- 
tions was submitted by committees of the 
Merchants’ Association, and it Was ar- 
ranged. that a meeting should be held on 
Jan. 22 at 10 o'clock at the Fifth Avenue 
Hott. 

The Metropolitan Company in the mean- 
time ‘will submit statistics to experts to be 
appinted by the: Merchants’ Association. 
The Merchants’ Association made a vigor- 
ous ‘protest yesterday through its counsel, 
Theron G. Strong, to “ executive sessions ”’ 
of the board, and it is understood that the 
session on Jan. will be open to the 
public. 

The brief of the Merchants’ 
recommended seventeen subjects for inves- 
tigation by the Railroad Commissioners. It 
was urged that there be an ample and fre- 
quent service on the lines east of Madison 
Avenue and west of Broadway, thereby re- 
lieving the heavy traffic on the congested 
main lines. It was suggested that the dif- 
ficulties of the Thirty-fourth Street cross- 
ing might be obviated by turning north- 
bound Broadway cars into Sixth Avenue 
and north-bound Sixth Avenue lines into 
Broadway at that point. Some of the 
other recommendations were, in brief, as 
follows:

My whole 
Summer's work resulted in only the Eighth 
Street line. 

“It is impossible to operate more cars 
than we do during the congested hours, be- 
cause of the physical conditions with which 
We are surrounded. All our operations for 
the past two years on two of our most im-,; 
portant lines, the Second and Fourth Ave- 
nuc lines, have been out of our control. The 
Iourth Avenue line, for example, has been 
not under the direction of the Metropolitan 
Company, but of the subway contractor. 
This subway is simply a diagonal cut across 
New York, and no longitudinal railroad 
which has come in contact with it has 
feiled to feel its effects. 

~ Since 1 was before you last, the Broad- 
way. Sixth Avenue, and Amsterdam Ave- 
nue jines were tied up an hour and a half 
by a horse falling into a subway cut. On 
Ferty-second Street our operations have 
been entirely limited by the operations of 
the subway contractor, 


BLOCK ON BROADWAY. 


M *The Broadway line this morning was ta 
a standstill for a while because Seventh 
Avenue was closed up from Forty-sixth to 
Fiftieth Street, and on Broadway the only 
passage at Forty-fifth Street was our 
tracks. All our cars had then to take 


turiis with trucks in getting through. Take 
the theatre service. By .actua!l count of 
my watch it took a car dn which I was 
traveling the other-night twelve minutes to 
get from the New York Theatre on Broad- 
way to the Empire Theatre, and there was 
a line of cars from Fiftieth to Forty-second 
Street waiting te get through. 

“As a result of the difficulties with 
which we have had to contend the $80,000,- 
609 which has been spent by our company 
in the past ten years in changing the mo- 
tive power from horses to electricity has 
been almost thrown away, so far as prac- 
tical benefits are concerned. Cars on 
Broadway at the present time are able to 
gv only two and a half miles an hour faster 
than the old horse cars went. 

‘“‘You_say that we do not run sufficient 
ears. This whole trouble is a matter over 
which we have absolutely no control. I say 
to you that until the movement of 1,500,000 
people a day is considered of more impor- 
tance than the delivery of a ton of coal or 
a box of dry goods in New York City, these 
conditions will have to go on. We have 
the cars, we have the power, and we are 
anxious to run the cars. But before we can 
run them you will have to keep the streets 
more open. The cross-town cars down town 
have had to actually decrease their service 
because of the interference from truckage. 
There is absolutely no enforcement of the 
laws in this city relative to the movement 
of trucks. 

“ Regarding the operation of the Eighth 
and Sixth Avenue’ lines below Fourth 
Street, I tell you that at the present time 
we, are running 250 cars on the Eighth Av- 
enue line against 80 when we took the 
road. and that 80 RX cent. of these cars go 
to elther Cortlandt Street or South Ferry. 
As to Sixth Avenue, when a car goes south 
of. Feurth Street on that line we simply 
say ‘farewell’ to it for the day. he 
truckage on West Broadway makes the 
running of cars practically impossible. It 
takes a car four hours oftentimes. to go 
from Fourth Street to South Ferry and

Joseph John Thomson, D. Sc., F. R. &.,

LEGAL NOTES. | 


RESTAURANT KEEPER'S LIABILITY FOR 
STOLEN OVERCOATS.—A case involving the 
liability of a restaurant keeper for the loss 
of an overcoat of a patron was lately de- 
by the Appellate Term of the Su- 
Court. The rule is that *‘ each case 
must largely depend upon its particular 
facts and circumstances, for it is well 
known that there are all kinds of restau- 
rants,’’ and what negligence in one 
would not be negligence in another. In the 
case before the court it appeared that Will- 
iam Steil had been a customer at Frank T. 
Allabaugh’s restaurant for upward 
year and a half, and was familiar with 
signs posted about the place warning 
guests that the proprietor would not be re- 
sponsible for “ hats, overcoats, or umbrel- 
las. _ This warning was also printed on 
the bill of fare. When Steil’s overcoat was 
stolen he himself had hung it on the rack 
provided for such garments. Steil admitted 
that he had been accustomed to watching 
his own coat, and that it had in fact been 
stolen when he took his eyes off it for a 
moment to make a memorandum of some 
kind. He was unable to show that the 
restaurant keeper had failed in any way in 
exercising supervision over the property of 
customers, Allabaugh, on the other hand, 
gave evidence to the effect that he em- 
ployed five persons to watch overgoats and 
hats. Under all these circumstances the 
court decided, by Justice Greenbaum, that 
the plaintiff had been unsuccessful in es- 
tablishing negligence on the part of the de- 
ferdant, and a judgment in his favor should 
therefore be reversed.

UNREASONABLE AMENDMENT OF By-LAWs. 
—In an action by Amelia Weber against the 
Supreme Tent of the Knights of the Macca- 
bees of the World to recover on a policy of 
insurance which her husband had in that 
organization, the defense was that Weber 
took his own life, and that, therefore, there 
could be no recovery because at the time of 
the insured’s death the Tent’s by-laws pro- 
vided that a contract of insurance should 
be void if death occurred by suicide within 
five years, whether the victim was sane or 
insane. This rule was not in force when 
Weber joined the order. At that time the 
rule was that the contract should be void 
only if suicide was committed within one 


year, whether sane or insane. The Court of 
Appeals, in affjeming judgments of the 
trial court and e Appellate Division, has 
decided that the defendant society could 
not deprive the beneficiary of her rights 
under the policy.by the amendment to its 
by-laws, since the attempted change was 
unreasonable. Chief Judge Parker, after 
calling attention to the fact that if Weber, 
while of sound mind, intentionally took his 
own life, there could be no recovery, al- 
though the policy was silent upon the sub- 
ject, continues: ‘‘ But unintentional self- 
destruction, whether due to insanity or ac- 
cident, after the lapse of a year from the 
making of the contract, was as much in- 
sured against as death from typhoid fever 
or consumption, and an amendment to its 
by-laws re that the death of an ex- 
isting member from any of these causes 
should render the policy void would deprive 
the party of vested contract rights. An 
amendment which effects such a result, we 
have recently held, may not be made, be- 
cause it is an unreasonable amendment de- 
stroying contract rights instead of regulat- 
ing the administration of the corporation 
and its membership within reasonable 
bounds,”

MUST EXPOSE BARROOMS 


Gen. Greene Orders Clear View in 
Prohibited Hours. 


Declines to Discuss “ Side-Door” Ques- 
tion—Places Responsibility on Su- 
perior Officers—Criticises 
Patrolmen. 


Gen. Francis V. Greene yesterday fol- 
lowed his apparent policy of placing re- 
sponsibility for police conditions on the su- 
perior officers of the uniformed force, leav- 
ing it to them to deal with their subor- 
dinates, by writing to Chief Inspector 
Moses W. Cortright two letters, based on 
the Commissioner's impressions received 


' during his flying trip over the Borough of 


ofa i 


; holding their fortnightly 


Manhattan on Sunday. One of the com- 


munications was: 

Your attention is invited to Paragraph 8, Sec- 
tion 31, of the liquor tax law, This makes it 
unlawful during hours when the sale of liquors 
is forbidden to have in any window or door 
any opaque colored glass that obstructs or 
prevents a passing having a full view 
from the sidewalk to bar and rooms where 
liquors are sold. In the personal inspection I 
made yesterday afternoon of portions of the 
Seventeenth, Eighteenth, Nineteenth, Twentieth, 
Twenty-first, Twenty-second, and Twenty-fourth 
Precincts I saw many saloons where the law 
was fully complied with, and many where it 
was not. This provision of the law is simple, 
easily understood, and not difficult to enforce pro- 
viding District Inspectors and Captains not only 
give the necessary orders but see that those or- 
ders are obeyed. You will give the necessary 
instructions ‘to compel a strict compliance with 
this provision of the law. 

The other letter gave the Commissioner's 
determination in regard to proper patroling, 
and cited generally detections of ‘‘slouchy ” 
performance of duty in this respect, such 
as standing, conversation, &c. That com- 
plaint will also go to the District Inspec- 
tors, 

‘“‘T have nothing in the way of comment 
to make about the Commissioner's létter,”’ 
said Inspector Cortright. ‘‘I was out my- 
self the greater part of yesterday stirring 
things up in the One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth Street district, and with some results. 
But there are better results to come. The 
Commissioner also gave me his views 
derived from an inspection Of some sta- 
tion houses. All these subjects will be laid 
before the District Inspectors when I get 
them together. I was just taking observa- 
tions yesterday. I made no complaints 


personally. They'll come later, after an- 
other tour of Sunday observation. If mat- 
ters are not improved next Sunday—well, 
somebody will get hurt.” 

As is customary on the induction of a new 
Commissioner in office, Gen. Greene yes- 
terday afternoon ‘got acquainted’’ with 
the Board of Police Surgeons. They were 
meeting in the 
room in the rear of the trial room at Police 
Headquarters when Gen. Greene entered, 
and was received by Chief Surgeon Stephen 
G. Cook. The board was examining Capt. 
W. R. Haughey of the Twentieth Precinct, 
who was reported as ‘‘ permanently dis- 
abled’’ by Surgeon D. H. Smith, and the 
Commissioner waited until a vote was 
taken. Chief Surgeon Cook did not vote, 
but twenty-three members of the board 
sustained Dr. Smith, and four voted 
against such a diagnosis. 

“ollowing Col. Partridge’s custom, Com- 
missioner Greene will for the present give 
a morning and afternoon audience to news- 
paper men, but while he will talk on ac- 
complished facts, he leaves the future 
nebulows for his interrogators. He talked 
generally of his trip around the city on 
Sunday, but would not discuss the question 
ny es de doors’ in relation to the liquor 
traffic, nor would he entertain the sub- 
ject of a ‘‘dry”’ or a “‘ wet’’ Sunday. He 
said that his letters to the Chief Inspector 
on the excise law, patroling, and station 
houses said all he cared to say. He hinted 
that “stirring up’’ had a good effect by 
citing the activity of Capt. rtens in the 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street dis- 
trict, where Chief Inspector Cortright pros- 
pected.
